OSLO, Norway (NC)—The 1979 
Nobel Peace Prize has been awarded 
to Mother Teresa of Calcutta, 
foundress of the Missionaries of 
Charity, whois best known for her work 
among the poor and dying of India. 


The Norwegian Nobel Committee 
announced its decision to award the 
prize to the 69-year-old Albanian nun 
after considering the qualifications of 
56 candidates, including U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter and Cardinal 
Stefan Wyszynski of Warsaw, Poland. 


SHE WILL receive the prize, worth 
$191,000 this year, at Oslo University 
on Dec. 10. 

Mother Teresa has traveled the 
world to deliver her message: “The 
greatest evil in life ‘is the terrible 
indifference toward one’s neighbor.” 


When she was told in Calcutta that 
she had won the prize, Mother Teresa 
said: “Thank God for his gift for the 
poor. God's blessings will be with the 
people who have given the prize. 

“| HOPE it will be a real means of 
bringing peace and happiness in the 
world of today.”

The Nobel Committee said: “The

“IN MAKING the award the 
Norwegian Nobel Committee has 
expressed its recognition of Mother 
Teresa’s work in bringing help to 
suffering humanity. This year the 
world has turned its attention to the 
plight of children and refugees, and 


these are precisely the categories for. 


whom Mother Teresa has for many 
years worked so selflessly.” 


The committee said it placed 
special emphasis “on the spirit that 
has inspired her activities and which 
is the tangible expression of her

qualities.” 

It added: “A feature of her work has 
been respect for the individual human 
being, for his or her dignity and innate 
value. The lowliest, the most wretched 
and the dying have at her hands 
received compassion without 
condescension, based on reverence 
for man.” 

Mother Teresa has received other 
prizes for her work. In 1971, Pope Paul 
VI awarded her the first Pope John 
XXIIl Peace Prize and she received an 
award from the Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. 
Foundation. 


IN 1973 shereceivedthe Templeton 
Foundation’s Prize for Progress in 
Religion. And earlier this year she 
received the Balzan Prize for 
Humanity, Peace and Brotherhood. 


Mother Teresa was born Agnes 
Gonxha Bojaxhiu to Albanian parents 


in Skopje in what is now Yugoslavia on’ 


Aug. 27, 1910. She was one of three 
children whose father was a grocer. 
The family’s background was more 
peasant than merchant, however.

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As a student at a public school in 
Skopje, she was a member of a 
Catholic sodality with a special 
interest in foreign missions.

India by reports sent home by 
Yugoslav Jesuit missionaries in 
Bengal. At 18, she left home tojointhe 
irish branch of the Institute of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, known as Loreto 
Sisters. 


After training.at their institutions in. 
Dublin and Darjeeling, India, she 
made her first vows as a nun in 1928 
and her final vows nine years later. 


While. teaching: and serving as 
principal at fashionable Loreto House, 
a girls’ college in Calcutta, she was 
depressed by the destitute and dying 
on the city’s streets, the homeless 
street urchins, the ostracized lepers 
and the other sick people lying prey to © 
rats and ants in streets and alleys.

WARSAW, Poland — To mark the first anniversary of the 
election of Pope John Paul II, the first Polish pope, Catholics 
throughout Poland gathered in churches Oct. 16 to 
consecrate themselves anew to Mary, mother of God. 


WASHINGTON — The Anglican archbishop of 


_ Canterbury, Donald Coggan, has urged that Catholics and 


Anglicans be permitted to receive Communion in each 
other’s churches since they agree “in so many basics of the 
Christian faith.” 


LONDON — Archbishop Derek Worlock of Liverpool and 
the apostolic delegation in London have. both denied 
reports that Pope John Paul II is going to visit England next 
May in connection with the national pastoral congress in 
Liverpool. 


ST. LOUIS—The nation’s 641 Catholic hospitals 
admitted 5,740,102 patients in 1978, a 147,682 increase 
over the previous year. The Catholic Health Association also 
reported 475,446 births, 166,280 beds and 11,885 
bassinets. 


WASHINGTON — The House, facing the issue of whether 
the District of Columbia should be prohibited from 
spending city funds for abortions, reversed itself Oct. 16 
and voted against the abortion spending prohibition. 


DETROIT — What the contemporary Christian's 
response to war should be was the question discussed at 
the Pax Christi Michigan conference at Detroit's Sacred 
Heart Seminary. One of the answers to that question, 
individual witness, was stressed in the keynote address by 
Gordon Zahn, a Massachusetts professor. 


SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador—Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador has appealed tothe.newrulers of El 
Salvador to deliver on their promises of democracy and 
justice. The archbishop also warned the people of El 
Salvador not to give way to impatience, and asked them to 
work instead for a common goal of solidarity and peace. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—One of the few agreements to 
emerge from a national conference on abortion at the 
University of Notre Dame was that religion is central in 
shaping opinions on abortion. Several speakers at the 
three-day conference indicated that religious affiliation 
and belief were determining factors for those opposed to 
abortion. 


WASHINGTON — The SALT I! treaty “deserves to be 
considered on its intrinsic merits and not to be 
subordinated to short-range political considerations which 
do not directly affect the strategic nuclear arms race,” 
according to the general secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, Bishop Thomas C. Kelly. 


ROME — The Italian Bishops’ Conference called for a 
wide-ranging. effort to increase priestly vocations in a 


- sastoral letter, “Seminaries and Priestly Vocations.” The 


-onference noted a 50 percent dropinthe number of Italian 
seminarians in the past decade. 


WASHINGTON — Several human and civil rights groups 
have jointly asked the Organization of American States to 
carry out an investigation of political violence in 
Guatemala, where the daily number of assassinations is 
nearing a dozen. ; 


~ROME—Archbishop Luigi Poggi, an experienced 
Vatican diplomat with the title “apostolic nuncio with 
special duties,” left Rome Oct. 18 for a week-long visit to 
Bulgaria. The Italian archbishop was to meet with church 
and state officials to examine the situation of the Catholic 
Church in the communist nation. 


BALTIMORE —A small group of pro-life activists is 
urging Baltimore area Catholics not to give to the United 
Way campaign because Planned Parenthood receives 
money from the fund drive. With fliers handed out in 
churches, the group is saying, “Do not be misled, do not be 
coerced, do not be manipulated. if you are. against 
abortion, do not give to the United Way.” 


NEW DATE—The pope will meet with the world's 
cardinals Nov. 5-8, the Vatican press spokesman, Father 
Romeo Panciroli, told journalists Oct. 18. The press officer's 
announcement ended speculation about the dates of the 
meeting, but not-about its agenda. 


TO VISIT ZAIRE — Pope John Paul II will visit Zaire in 
January 1980 for celebrations markingthe centenary ofthe 
Roman Catholic Church in that African country, the Rome 
newspaper I] Tempo reported Oct. 15. 


RECEIVES KISSINGER — Former U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was received by the pope in a private 
audience atthe Vatican.

No major earthquake damage 


Valley churches. stand strong

IMPERIAL VALLEY — 
Churches here will be 
undergoing inspections for 
structural damage follow- 
ing the earthquake of Oct. 
15 that registered 6.5 on 
the Richter scale. 


Aside from cracked walls 
and fallen tile there was no 
apparent major damage to 
churches in Brawley, 
Calexico and El Centro, 
according to local pastors. 


ITS AMAZING we didn’t 
get more damage since we 
were only about 15 miles 
from the center of the 
quake,” said Father Mark 
Medaer, pastor of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe, Calexico.: 


“There was no construc- 
tional damage.to the 
church, although there are 
cracks in the plaster and 
fallen tile,’’ he said.

“Fortunately, no one was in 
the church at the time of 
the quake.” 


The quake was centered 
just across the Mexican 
border, 14 miles east of 
Calexico. The first tremors 
occurred at 4:16 p.m. 
Several aftershocks regis- 
tering up to 5.6 on the 
Richter scale continued 
through Tuesday, Oct. 16. 


WHEN THE earthquake 
hit, Father Medaer was 
visiting at the home of some 
Parishioners, where two 
children were home alone. 


“After the first earth- 
quake we went around and 
disconnected all the elec- 
trical appliances. Ten 
minutes later another 
quake hit,” he said. 

After the children’s 
parents arrived, he _ re- 
turned to the church to do 
the same thing.

IN EL CENTRO, which is 
15 miles northwest of 
Calexico, Father Thomas 
Vidra. of St. Mary and 
Barnabite Father Luciano 
Visconti of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe reported very 
little'damage. 


“Considering the magni- 
tude of the earthquake we 
were very fortunate,” said 
Father Vidra. “I was in the 
rectory when the earth- 
quake occurred. Everything 
slid off the desk and the 
chandelier started swing- 
ing. No one was in the 
church.” 


Both churches will be 
inspected by insurance 
agents from Catholic 
Mutual of Omaha for 
foundational damage. 


ONE OF the churches in 
Brawley, which is 15 miles 
north of El Centro, suffered 
some major damage. 


“One of the walls has a 
major crack,” said Father 
Francis Sierra, pastor of 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help. 
“The statues tumbled down 
and_ are in shambles. We 
won't have any estimates 
on the extent of the 
damages until the insur- 
ance agents check it out.” 


More damage was report- 
ed at Sacred Heart School 
than at the church, accord- 
ing to Oblate Father John 
Murphy, pastor of that 
parish in Brawley. 


“IT WAS a very severe 
quake but other than 
superficial cracks in the 
wall there appears to.be no 
serious damage,” said 
Father Murphy. The struc- 
ture was inspected last 
week by a city inspector.

‘Jesus’ film accurate version of Luke’s Gospel

RIVERSIDE — When “Jes- 
us” comes to your local 
theater on Nov. 2, cancel all. 
plans and go see it. 


Don’t stay home, because 
if you’ve never met the God- 
man Jesus, you'll meet him 
there, thanks to a sensitive, 
engrossing portrayal by 
British actor Brian Deacon. 


THERE ARE some things 
you'll need to know first: 
This story of Christ is not 
another “Superstar,” nor is 
it a jazzy “Godspell.” 


“Jesus” is a documen- 
tary. It is St. Luke’s 
investigative reporting par 
excellence put onto film. 


So if, after you see it, you 
have the feeling that 
something was left out, 
head for your New Testa- 
ment. You'll discover the 
only thing missing is 
editorial comment and lots 
of Hollywoodized dialogue. 

ANOTHER thing you 
should know is the film is 
almost two hours long and 
there is no intermission. 


Nevertheless, at a Satur- 
day morning preview at the 
De Anza Theater, the crowd 
that sloshed in out of the 
rain stayed put and then 
waited a while longerto hear 
Paul Eshelman, Inspiration- 
al Films’ vice president, ask 
for prayers and promotion 
volunteers. 


The film was made 
entirely in Israel over a 
period of seven months and 
it had the benefit of advice 
from 200 Catholic, Protest- 
ant and Jewish scholars to 
ensure its biblical and 
historical faithfulness. ; 


DEACON, a member of 
the New Shakespeare 
Company, is the only 
“known” among the cast of 
5,000. The others are 
primarily local Israelis and 
Arabs. The casting director 
accomplished his desire to 
“find 5,000 people with 
2,000-year-old faces.” 


Watching the film provid- 
ed the vague impression of 
having walked the same 
roads, but even more 


startling was Deacon’s 
appearance. He began 
looking more and more like 
someone | knew very well. . 


It wasn’t until later that | 
realized how much his 
physique and facial struc- 
ture resemble the image on 
the Shroud of Turin. 


HIS PHYSICAL appear- 
ance aside, Deacon’s 
portrayal of Jesus is 
uniquely Lucan. 


Deacon is not only Luke's 
strong, manly Christ, but he 
deftly portrays the compas- 
sionate lover of the poor, the 
minorities, the outcasts of 
all ‘kinds that are Luke’s 
favorites. 


All of Deacon’s lines are 
from Luke’s gospel. The 
Good News for Modern 
Man translation is used, 
except for the Lord’s Prayer 
and Beatitudes, which are 
from the King James 
version. 


THE FILM brings out the 
element of joy that per- 
meates Luke’s account of 


Christ. We see Jesus in a 
tender-hearted but - fun- 
loving mood at the supper 
with Zaccheus, and that 
same joy is shown as he 
moves through the crowds. 


While some of the scene 
changes could be smooth- 
er, they are accurate 
accounts of Luke’s unclut- 
tered writing and his 
penchant for orderliness. 


Unlike most films about 
Christ, “Jesus” ends with 
the Ascension, leaving the 
audience to pick up where 
the film leaves off to “go 
back into Jerusalem filled 
with great joy to spend all 
their time in the temple 
giving thanks to God.” 


The $17.5 million filmisa 
Genesis Project production. 
Warner Brothers will re- 
ceive the distribution fees, 
but 50 percent of the profits 
will go towards the film's 
translation into 163 lan- 
guages, and the other 50 
percent into making similar 
gospel films. 
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In 1973 pro-abortion forces had won it all. 
They controlled the media, were powerful in 
the U.S. Senate, and the Supreme Court had

Abortion was the law of the land and those 
who opposed it were a ridiculed minority 
whose opposition could be expected to blow 
away like dust in short order. 


Six years later the pro-abortionists admit 
that it is their gains which are rapidly 
evaporating. The opposition has developed’ 
into the most widespread and effective 
grassroots political movement since the 
Vietnam war. 


State legislators throughout the land are 
heavily anti-abortion. A ‘majority of the 
House of Representatives is anti-abortion, 
and even the Senate moved closer to that 
position after the 1978 elections. 


The media has begun to accord the anti- 
abortion movement respectul and even 
sympathetic treatment. The Supreme Court 
itself declared in 1977 that the right to 
abortion which it had enunciated four years 
earlier did not include the right to make the 
public pay for it; states were under no 
obligation to pay for non-therapeutic 
abortions. 


Perhaps most important of all, thousands 
of persons who had not previously been 
active in politics found the inspiration to do 
effective political~work through state 
branches of organizations such as the 
National Right to Life Committee. 


How did it all happen? 


John T. Noonan, Jr., professor of law at 
the University of California at Berkeley, 
strives to answer that question in an article 
in this year’s Respect Life manual. 


“Any social position which depends on a 
fundamental view of human nature must 
either expand or die,” he writes. But the 
effort to expand can bear the seeds of its 
own destruction, Noonan claims, if it leads 
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“Abortion is atheism put in practice’ 


to excesses which the body politic will not 
tolerate. 


Noonan likens the situation to the 19th 
century struggle over slavery. Then, as now, 
a fundamental view of human nature was at 
stake — should slaves and unborn children 
be treated as persons? 


The slaveholders were the dominant 
power in the Congress and courts. The 
abolitionists were a small and ridiculed 
minority as were the anti-abortionists in 
1973. The slaves could do nothing to 
change their status and most people who 
were not slaveholders were indifferent. 


“It would have made sense for the Slave 
Power to have conserved its strength and 
done nothing provocative,” Noonan says. 


“But by a fatality inherent in its position, 
the Slave Power sought tovexpand,” Noonan 
continued. 


It demanded that slavery enter the 
territories. It pressed for the Fugitive Slave 
Act which brought the spectacle of 
recaptured slaves into northern communi- 
ties. It sought legal vindication from the 
Supreme Court and received it in Dred Scott 
vs. Sandford, which held that blacks were 
not and never could be persons. 


“The Slave Power acted in this aggressive 
way because it could not tolerate the moral 


criticism of its view,” Noonan writes. “The . 


dynamics of this demand for moral 
approval created a countervailing force 
which destroyed the Slave Power.” 


. Noonan believes that a similar 
dynamism — “This uncontrollable urge to 
achieve conformity in the acceptance of 
abortion, this impulse to win sanction for 
new outrages’’—has governed the 
expansion of the Abortion Power. 


It sought freedom of abortion despite a 
father’s or parent’s objection, and_it 
obtained the freedom despite the damage 
done the legal structure of the family. 


It sought funding from the public treasury 
and turned to its allies on the bench to force 
legislatures to pay. 


It sought to violate the consciences of 
those opposed to abortion by compelling 
hospitals and private employers to pay for 
abortions despite their conscientious 
objections. 


“There is every sign that the dynamism of 
the Abortion Power has provoked a counter- 
dynamism equally as or more powerful than 
its own,” Noonan says. 


“How powerful the counter-dynamism 
will be depends on cultural factors as deep 
as those supporting the abortion cause. At 
the level of public opinion, the best analysis 
indicates that the great majority of 
American men and women hold beliefs 
incompatible with liberty of abortion.” 


“Abortion,” Noonan says, “is atheism put 
in practice.”

_The Holy Father's visit was a swirl of 
visual impressions, a flood of speeches, a 
tidal wave of comment.

Confucius wrote: “The nature of man is 
always the same; it is their habits that 
separate them.” 


The Spanish have a proverb which 
elaborates this into: “Habits are at first 
cobwebs, then cables.” 


Habits are specifically human and 
deserve more consideration than is 
generally given to them. For example, 
animals never develop habits in the strict 
sense of the term, because their growth in 
perfection is fixed within definite 
biological limits. 

IT IS TRUE a dog may bringin the paper, 
but this is. only because he has been 
trained to act that way by his master’s 
reason. 


Left to himself, the dog would tear up the 
paper at six months, bark at the delivery 
boy at nine months, run around in circles 
when told to pick it up at 14 months and at 
three years ignore it completely. 
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Looking for the Lorda—_ 
Church can expect powerful leadership 


that afflicts. most political candidates 
when they are discussing controversial 
issues. 


That very confidence leads me to 
believe that, over the years, he will be open 
to persuasion, though his judgments will 
not be changed easily or quickly. 


A person with real intellectual strength 
is accustomed to learning, to having his 
perceptions modified, enlarged, changed. 
He doesn’t see such a change as a threat 
to his whole system of thought, his whole 
set of values. 

FROM HIS MANY addresses on this trip, 
| think we can identify several themes 
which will be emphasized during his 
pontificate. 


He will surely continue his very basic, 


_ surprisingly effective call to follow Christ. 


One of the things that impressed me most 
about the total impact of his trip was the 
clarity of his priorities. 


Basic commitment to Christ was first, 


’ social justice was second, ecclesiastical 


matters came third. 


HE WILL CONTINUE to speak powerfully 
for the human dignity of people being 
manipulated by economic- and political 


Since we are capable of developing 
habits in different directions, it follows 
that habits can be good or bad, according 
to their purpose or the goal toward which 
they are directed. i 

A SKILL CAN be developed in handling a 
knife: a surgeon may cut a neck to remove 
a goiter or a gangster may cut a throat to 
remove a rival. 

Every habit either helps man attain his 
eternal end which is God, or else it 
impedes and confuses by forging a chain 
which is difficult to break. 


Too often the word “habit” is used in 
relation to what is evil, for example the 


“drinking habit,” the “stealing habit,” the - 


“swearing habit.” But habit can refer to 
what is good such as the “habit of prayer,” 
the “habit of charity,” the “habit of self- 
denial.” 

IN THIS CASE, habit is called “virtue.” 
Our receptive and expansive nature

systems, whether it’s a heavy-handed 
communist system or a form of capitalism 
which grinds up large numbers of people 
who are extraneous to the interests of the 
marketplace.

John Paul preaches a joyous Christian- 
ity, but not a comfortable one. He does not 
hesitate to proclaim the “hard sayings” of 
Jesus. Nor, | suspect, will he hesitate to 
formulate a few hard sayings of his own. 


WAS THERE anything lacking in his 
leadership? 


The one thing that struck me was the 


same regret | expressed after his trip to. 


Mexico. 


On no occasion, during all this activity, 
was there an opportunity for him to listen, 
to hear the human voices which might 
have told him of the experience of the 
church in America. : 


THAT EXPERIENCE could have spoken 
of achievement and success; it-also would 
have spoken of anxieties, problems, hurts. 
The message of the people of the United

stands ready to incorporate such pieties 
into the fibre of its spontaneous 
movements. Virtue then becomes as easy 
to one person as vice to another. 


C.K. Walpole wrote: “Could the young 
realize how soon they will become walking 
bundles of habits, they would give more 
heed to their conduct in their plastic state. 
Every smallest stroke of virtue or vice 
leaves its ever so little scar. 


“The drunken Rip Van Winkle, in 
Jefferson’s play excuses himself for every 
fresh dereliction by saying: ‘} won't count 
this time.’ He may not count it, and a kind 
heaven may not count it, but it is being 
counted nevertheless.” 


‘DOWN AMONG the nerve cells and 
fibres, the molecules are counting it, 
registering it, and storing it up to be used 
against him when the next temptation 
comes. Nothing we ever do is, in strict 
scientific literalness, wiped out.

As we become permanent drunkards by 
so many separate drinks, so we become 
saints in the moral, authorities and 
experts in the practical and scientific 
spheres, by so many separate acts and 
hours of work. 


Education today concentrates on 
mental habits or knowledge, but not on 
morai habits or character. The secret roots 
of modern anxiety, fear and tension are 
not hidden in prenatal influences as Freud 
was so fond of saying; they are hidden in 
patterns of behavior which eventually 
enslaved the victim. 


He who will not follow virtue or good 
habits in youth cannot escape neuroses in 
old age. But he who has virtue cannot only 
sustain bad fortune; he is not swept off his 
feet even by good fortune. 


(Archbishop Sheen retired as the bishop 
of Rochester, N.Y., in 1969.) 
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Death is the doorway to joy. One reason 
for this is that intense feelings which are 
based on vested interests tend to clog the 
freer, more mobile feelings of fun, humor 
or joy. 


When we have a heavy investment in 
some fragile project; or, when there is an 
intense win/lose issue at stake, we 
normally tend toward seriousness rather 
than hilarity. 


SERIOUS HEAVY emotions result froma 
fear of loss of self: “If anyone wants to be a 
follower of mine, let him renounce himself 
and take up his cross everyday and follow 
me” (Luke 9:23). 


When the self is eagerly trying to 
maintain an image there can be no joy 
because we cannot take the chance of 
letting go; we cannot take the risks of 
humor. 2 


Consequently, in order for there to be joy 
we must die to our vested interests, to the 
win/lose competitiveness of the worldly, 
to our self. 


PRACTICING dying in the evening 
before we retire can bring a great deal of 
joy: “When we were baptized we went into 
the tomb with Jesus and joined Him in

conclusions he needs to prove, relies on 
testimony of questionable value, fails to 
put sources into their historical context, 
and selects evidence which seems to

SCHOLARS ARGUE, on good evidence,” 


that the curious statement can be 
explained by different stages in the 
transmission of the story. The story, as 
Mark received it, began with the mention 
of Jesus leaving Jericho. But in his 
account Mark had not yet said anything 
about Jesus being in Jericho. He therefore 
had to add the first statement. 

The scholars are doubtless right. But we 
can use the curiosity to illustrate an 
important theme in Mark's Gospel.

death, so that as Christ was raised from 
the dead by the Father's glory, we too 
might live a new life” (Romans 6:4). 


The experience of joy is one of 
unexpected expansion beyond confining 
limits. When we unite ourselves with 
Jesus in His death with the hope of rising 
again, joy is imminent. 


Letting go each evening of our friends, 
projects, plans, and the outcome of the 
day’s events, as though that very night we 


were going finally to God, relaxes us . 


enough to laugh. After all “We are merely 
servants: we have done no more than our 
duty” (Luke 17:10). 


FREEDOM FROM the pressures of the 
moment demand vision. The vision which 


lifts us above the pressures of the moment ~ 


is our willingness to die with Jesus in order 
that we might live with Him. But we cannot 
live with Him unless we are living for Him. 


If we are willing to entrust the present 
moment to God, death directs us beyond 
what we need now to the greater context of 
life everlasting. 


Looking over the wall of our present 
concerns into a share in the abundant life 
of Jesus always tempts a smile to our face.

ONE OF THE clearest of the telltale signs 
of this Markan theme is his frequent and

For example, in his story of Jesus’ cure 
of Simon’s mother-in-law we learn that 
Jesus came “immediately” from the 
synagogue and that the disciples 
“immediately” told him about the fevered 
woman (1:29-31). 


In these and other cases Mark is not 
intending the word in its ordinary sense. | 
Rather, it lends a spirit of breathlessness 
to the account. Look! The kingdom is at 
hand! Strange and marvelous things 


happen! 
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Bus driver says Serra ‘no friend to Indians’ 


and were converted and baptized, they had 
a tendency ultimately to return. In a word, 
they became fugitives. 


“This was the principal reason for 
fugitivism at the missions. It was also the: 


principal reason forbuildingsomanyofthe — 


missions such a short distance from the. 
coast. Other motives for flight from the 
missions included aregular routine of work 
to which the Indians were not accustomed, 
physical punishment for delinquent 
Indians, and fear of white men’s diseases 
towhichthe Indians succumbed soeasily.” 


Were the Indians forced into the 
missions? Were they made to accept 
conversion and baptism? “Neither of these 
two questions can be answered accurately 
or completely with a simple yes ora simple 
no,” according to Father Guest. “There 
were circumstances which greatly 
complicated both issues. 


“But the Spanish empire, as a matter of 
policy, consistently required the 
voluntariness of. baptism for all Indians 
who had reached the age of reason. And 


IN THE LIGHT of this emphasis, then, 
Mark felt no embarrassment in saying that 
Jesus came-to Jericho and adding 
immediately that He left it. Jericho is of no 
importance to Mark. He gets Jesus out of it 
as quickly as he/got Him into it. 


But he needs the mention of Jericho 
because his story is linked to it. And the 
story is important; it’s another record of 
kingdom power.

‘Diocese has prospered during his 10 years 


By Nicholas Biondo 
SAN DIEGO — God forbid that anyone 
might think Bishop Leo T. Maher has been 
“standing still” since he came here 10 
years ago because nothing could be 


~ further from the truth. 


When he was installed as San Diego's 
third bishop on Oct. 4, 1969, the four- 
county diocese included more than 
385,000 Catholics. Today it has about 
355,000. 


TEN YEARS AGO the diocese.had 164 
parishes in 36,000 square miles — today it 
has 87 in 8,500 square miles. From more 
than 365 priests in the diocese, there are 
now 255. Similar “decreases” could be 
cited in other diocesan categories. 


But wait; who says figures don’t lie? In 
this case, they most certainly do. 


The’truth is that during the decade 
Bishop Maher has been spiritual leader of 
the diocese, it grew and prospered so 
much that the Vatican felt compelled to 
‘carve out a new diocese from San Diego. 


AND SO IT WAS that in 1978 another 
diocese was added to Southern California 
with the splitting of San Diego and the 
birth of the San Bernardino diocese. With 
this papal action, Bishop Maher “lost” two 
counties — San Bernardino and Riverside. 


He also lost about 235,000 Catholics, 85 
parishes, 30 schools, 170 priests and 280 
sisters. 


But “standing still?” Nonsense. Here are 
some statistics for those who need them. 

SINCE 1969 Bishop Maher started 14 
new parishes and ordained 45 priests and 
more than 35 permanent deacons. And 
the number of Catholics in the four 
counties surpassed 590,000. 


__ He spearheaded church renewal in San 
Diego and brought it to the people when he 


~ convened the Second Diocesan Synod in 


1973. It updated diocesan guidelines and 
other regulations in accordance with the 
Second Vatican Council. 

Under the guidance of Father Phillip 
Straling (now the first bishop of San 
Bernardino) as executive secretary, the 
synod was concluded successfully in 
1976. 


ITS. MAJOR accomplishments have 


“strengthened the people’s life in the 
_church; notthe least of which was creation 


of a Diocesan Pastoral Council whereby 
lay men and women join with priests and 
sisters in helping the bishop with diocesan 
affairs. 


Through the years Bishop Maher hasn't 
hesitated to speak out on various religious 
and social issues and has issued several 
pastoral letters and other statements 
dealing with such subjects as abortion, 
world peace, right to life, apostolates of the 
laity and religious, the Catholic press and 
Northern Ireland. 


On peace, Bishop Maher has written 
that “those who respect the rights of 
others are the true promoters of order in 
human society. Peace calls for action —

BORN IN 1915 in Mount Union, lowa, 
Bishop Maher was educated at St. Joseph 
College, Mountain View, Calif., and St. 
Patrick Seminary, Menlo Park, Calif. 


He was ordained a priest for the San 
Francisco archdiocese on Dec. 18, 1943. 
He served as secretary to Archbishop 
John J. Mitty and later as chancellor of the 
archdiocese. 


On Feb. 21, 1962, he was appointed the 
first bishop of the new Santa Rosa diocese.

BISHOP MAHER was translated to the 
San Diego diocese on Aug. 27, 1969, to 
replace Bishop Francis J. Furey, who had 
been named archbishop of San Antonio, 
Texas. 


It was a happy occasion when Bishop 
Maher's plane finally landed at Lindbergh 
Field on Oct. 3, 1969. 


Hundreds of smartly dressed school 
children had waited patiently for hours to 
greet him. They stood alternately under a 
broiling sun or threatening clouds at a 
windswept section of the huge field. 


THE BISHOP was first greeted privately 
aboard his place by an official diocesan 
group which included Auxiliary Bishop 
John R. Quinn, Msgr. |. Brent Eagen, the 
diocesan chancellor, and Father Roger 
Lechner, vice chancellor and secretary. 


But the real welcome didn’t come until 
Bishop Maher. déscended from the plane 
and mingled with the children. In no time 
he was swamped by them, and answered 
their cheerful hellos. 


Those who were among the first to greet 
him that day are not surprised by his 
accomplishments during the past 10 
years. He gave a blueprint of his 
apostolate as the new shepherd of San 
Diego when he told the more than 1,000 
children, youths and adults at the airport: 


“| AM HAPPY to devote my life to the 
young and old, the poor and needy, the 
tired and energetic, to every class, every 
just cause, every person. | am happy to 
spend all my efforts for the peace and 
prosperity of everyone. | pledge myselftoa 
self-forgetful apostolate meeting the 
needs of the day.” 


It was another happy time when Bishop 
Maher was installed the following day, Oct. 
4, the feast of St. Francis of Assisi, founder 
of the Franciscan order. * 


The ceremony in St. Joseph Cathedral 
also marked the 200th anniversary of the 
first Mass ever offered in California as the 
bishop was installed during San Diego's 
bicentennial. : 


THE INSTALLATION commemorated 
the occasion on July 2, 1769, when Padre 
Junipero Serra, famed apostle of 
California, offered Mass at the site of the 
original Mission San Diego de Alcala in 
Presidio Park. 


Following his installation by Archbishop 
Luigi Raimondi, then the apostolic 
delegate in this country, and Cardinal 
James Francis McIntyre of Los Angeles, 
Bishop Maher told the congregation: 


“This is my first message and promise to 
you: we must love one another; we must 
leave no one out of our love; and | shall try 
to love you as Christ loves you. 


“We are a pilgrim church. We are stillon 
the way. It must be kept in mind that the 
mission of the church is an on-going 
mission, that is, it is a continuation of the 
mission of Christ.” 


Beside him is Auxiliary Bishop John R. 
Quinn. On the right are Archbishop 
Joseph T. McGucken of San Francisco, 
Coadjutor Archbishop Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles, and 
Archbishop Francis J. Furey of San 
Antonio, Texas, who was Bishop Maher's 
predecessor in San Diego.

Q: What do you consider your greatest accomplishment 
during the 10 years you have been in San Diego? 


A: The first matter of great importance accomplished in 
the diocese was the merger of the College for Men and the 
College for Women to form the University of San Diego. |, 
personally, was one of the main instruments in bringing 
this about. 


This required making the decision to donate the 
seminary to the university for their.main office building 
and other facilities. It required seeking a president for the 

- university. Here again, | was instrumental in working with 
the College for Women to obtain the first president of the 
united University of San Diego, Dr. Author E. Hughes. 


This merger and the donation of the seminary required 
the purchase of land adjoining the university for a new 
seminary building. The property was composed of a 
number of apartments to be used as a residence for the 
seminarians. A community building, chapel, library, 
offices, recreational room and dining room were 
constructed. 


Also in the field of education, all the diocesan high 


schools were doubled in enrollment. Marian High School . 


in Imperial Beach was doubled in capacity and facilities, 
and University High School of San Diego was tripled in 
numbers and facilities. Notre Dame High School of 
Riverside and Aquinas High School of San Bernardino 
also were doubled. 


The total teaching mission consists of the entire school 
department, campus ministry, youth organization, 
religious education (CCD), special religious education, 
adult religious education and evangelization. An episcopal 
vicar has been put in charge of the total teaching mission. 


Ten years ago Catholic Social Services was only a name 
in the diocese. The entire department was organized and 
made operative in the Catholic Community Services, 
Family Life Center, Department on Aging, counseling 
service, programs for drug addiction, unwed mothers, 
foster homes for immigrants, ecumenical office for

Imperial Valley for Catholic Peony Services and 
Family Life. 


The St. Vincent de Paul Society has increased its 
operation, established a new building and_ totally 
redeveloped its program. Catholic Social Services was also 
developed in San Bernardino with a complete program of 
services. 


The financial picture of the diocese was one of 
indebtedness 10 years ago. Fifteen million dollars have 
been paid. There is no external indebtedness and many 
new parishes have been built in the diocese of San Diego, 
including those which now form a part of the diocese of 
San Bernardino. 


Those now in the diocese of San. Bernardino are: St. 
Peter and Paul, Alta Loma; St. David, Apple Valley; St. 
Matthew, Corona; St. Francis, Palm Desert; and _ St. 
Anthony, Upland. 


In the diocese of San Diego new parishes are: St. 
Elizabeth Seton, Carlsbad; Resurrection, Escondido; St. 
Margaret, Oceanside: St. Gabriel, Poway; Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel, Rancho Pefasquitos; Good Shepherd, Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help, San Rafael, and Our Lady. of Refuge, allin 
San Diego. 


The Second Synod of the San Diego diocese took place 
in October of 1973. Greater unity was brought about 
among the laity and religious of the diocese through parish 
councils, the Pastoral Council, and the Commission onthe 
Liturgy. Through this commission, the liturgy was 
promoted in a manner more appealing to the people and 
more instructive, with a new emphasis on music. 


A commission was organized to serve the needs of all 
minority groups, viz., Hispanics, Blacks, Filipinos and 
others. The concern for the Hispanic people was seen in 
the appointment of Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez. 


The program for the ministry to priests has brought a 
greater unity among priests, and a great effort has been 
made to encourage priests to continue their studies 
through the Priests’ Continuing Education Program to 
enable them to better serve the people of God. 


There are more priests studying for doctorates in the 
San Diego diocese than in any other diocese in the West. A 
great effort is also made in promoting vocations, 
developing them and sustaining them. 


An entirely new youth program was established and the: 


Confraternity of Christian Doctrine office was reorganized 
and developed to reach out and serve all parishes, 
especially in the area of the ministry tothe Spanish and the 
handicapped. 


A monumental program of construction for homes {ok 
the elderly and retired was undertaken. Cathedral Plaza in

San Diego was constructed at a cost of $5.5 million; St. 
Bernardine Plaza in San Bernardino, $8.5 million; 
Calexico Plaza in Calexico, $1.5 million; and Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Plaza at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart, $5.5 
million. 


The Matrimonial Tribunal was reorganized to better 
serve the people. ; 


Because of the reorganization and the sound financial 
status of the diocese, it became an opportune time for the 
division of the diocese. | consider this one of the highlights of 
my 10 years: being able to promote an outlying area to the 
category of a new diocese. 


Q: Do you have any ‘major objectives for the church in 
San Diego? 


A: In the next 10 years, to meet the prolific growth of the 
population and the church, the first need is to promote 
vocations to the priesthood and religious life to minister to 
the growing population. 


Second, to continue the education of the clergy to meet 
the needs of the people in biblical studies, catechesis and 
moral theology. 


Third, to initiate programs to assist the poor, the 
oppressed, the aging and the handicapped. 


Fourth, to support the programs to aid families and 
strengthen family life and to assist hurting families. 


Fifth, to promote youth programs to bring them closer to 
the church. 


Sixth, to put greater emphasis to cathechetical 
instruction involving the total family. 


Seventh, to develop communications in every area of the 
diocese. 


Eighth, to work for renewal of parish life and services. 


Ninth, to instill in a secular society Christ’s values and 
ideals. 


Tenth, to work with peoples of-all faiths and good will in 
ecumenical programs to promote unity in the Christian 
community. 


Eleventh, to construct new parishes for the new 
population and care for the ministry to these new facilities. 


Twelfth, to meet the needs of the various cultures in the 
church, especially in the liturgies. 


Thirteenth, to continue the evangelization program — 
for an evangelized and evangelizing community. 


Fourteenth, to promote devotion to the Mother of God, 
Mary Most Holy especially under the title of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, and to continue this devotion among the 
Mexican people.

Q: What are some of the problems facing the church 
here in San Diego and Imperial counties today? 


A: One of the problems that the church faces in San 
Diego County and Imperial County is still one of 
communications: to keep the people informed concerning. 
the work of the church and its progress and the many 
programs that are available to minister to them. It is 
hopeful that the diocesan pastoral council, through its 
channels, will bring about this communications. 


Q: How do you view the state of society today — its moral 
climate, its ethics, etc? 


A: There is a continuous erosion in the moral climate in 
America due to the affluent society, the materialistic 
philosophy encompassing it, and the development of a 
culture of narcissism, coupled with the culture of 
survivalism. Where the person lives only for the present 
there is a lack of responsibility in their actions and in 
solving problems. They only side-step them. 


We must instill greater values and ideals and hope for 
the future.

‘To all who made these honors possible’ 


Two nice things happened to mein one 
day last spring. | was informed that this 
column won first place in the 1979 
Catholic Press Association awards and | 
dearned that one of my books was 
translated into Braille. Those are about the 
most pleasant bits of news a writer can 
hear. 


THE CATEGORY in which the CPA gave 
me. its top award is Best Nationally 
Syndicated Column. It pleases me for 
many reasons. The competition is highly 
respected. 


Family columns aren't usually given the 
weight that church-related columns are so 
the fact that the judges viewed family as a 
serious topic in the Catholic press is 
hopeful and may harbinger signs of things 
to come. 


Finally, it pleases me that the judges 
twice referred to the brevity of this column 
as a plus. It is a constant struggle to keep 
within a 600-word limit. 


On Money 


IT RESTRICTS subject matter as well. 
One simply can’t write much about 
Adlerian principles of child-rearing or the 
history of the Judeo-Christian family in 
600 words. 


Interestingly, when | began my first 
column in diocesan papers a dozen years 
ago, | was writing 1000 words a column. 
Over the years that number has decreased 
to 600. 


It isn’t that | don’t have enough to say. 


- Cutting has always been my nemesis. One 


editor facetiously told a group of us, 
“Dolores never writes in 1000 words what 


_ she can put in 2000.” 


He was right. Every 2000 word article of 
mine that sees print orphans another 
1000 words in the rough draft. 


| WRITE SHORT columns for two 
reasons. Editors don’t have the space for 
long columns and readers don’t take time 


to read long columns. Studies have been 
made showing that people today read 
short articles and skim long ones. | do it 
myself. 


Sometimes, in fact, | think we're 
becoming a nation of skimmers because 
of the sheer volume of reading that we're 
trying to cram into less time. 


With the cost of paper and the plethora 
of articles that diocesan editors are asked 
to print, space for editorials is constantly 
shrinking. Editors have told me they often 
do not reprint an excellent story simply 
because it takes up too much space. 


SO THE KINDS of columns which | write 
must be brief and to the point. Whenever | 
try to expand them to discuss profound 
ideas, | run out of words. 


Writing a column today, it-seems is a 
choice between being brief or being 
printed and read. | chose to be brief and 


the judges spoke to it as a virtue so I’m 
happy in my choice. 


Having my book, ‘I'm Telling, 
Confession of a Middle-Age, Middle-Class 
Parent,” translated into Braille for the 
Xavier Society for the Blind offers another 
kind of pleasure. It is one of the few I’ve 
written just for fun and entertainment so 
I’m doubly delighted to be able to share it 
with those who can’t regularly read 
the Catholic press. 


|! COMMEND HERE, too, those 
volunteers who translate our material into 
talking books for the hearing impaired and 
into Braille for the blind. Most of them do it 
out of love and a sense of caring for others. 


Those of us who do the writing are as 
indebted to them as we are to editors, 
printers, and translators. 


As they say at the Academy Awards, 
thanks to all of you who make these honors 
possible. And please keep reading.

call,” as she has described it. “The 
message was Clear. | was to leave the 
convent and help the poor, whileliving 
among them.” 


Two years later, the Vatican gave her 
permission to leave the Loreto sisters 
and follow her new calling under the 
jurisdiction of the archbishop of 
Calcutta. 


After three months of medical 
training under the American Medical 
Missionary Sisters in Patna, India, 
Mother Teresa went into the Calcutta 
slums to bring children cut off from 
education into her first school. Soon 
volunteers, many of them former 
students of hers, came to join her. 


IN 1950, the Missionaries of Charity 
became a diocesan religious 
community and 15 years later the 
Vatican recognized it as a pontifical 
congregation, directly under-Vatican 
jurisdiction. ees 

The members of the congregation 
take vows of poverty, chastity and 
obedience but the vow of poverty is 
stricter than in other congregations, 
because, as Mother Teresa has 
explained, “to be able to love the poor 
and know the poor we must be poor 
ourselves.” 


The Missionaries of Charity alsotake 
a fourth vow, to give “whole-hearted 
free service to the poorest of the 
poor—to Christ in his distressing 
disguise.” 

Mother Teresa once explained: 
“This vow means that we cannot work 
for the rich; neither can we accept any 
money for what we do. Ours is to bea 
free service and to the poor.” All ofthe 
congregation’s material resources are 
donated. 


IN 1952, Mother Teresa opened the 
Nirmal Hriday (Pure Heart) Home for 
Dying Destitutes in a dormitory — 
formerly a Kali temple hostel — 
donated by the city of Calcutta.

survive, the primary function of the 
home is, as one Missionary of Charity 
explained, to be “a shelter where the 
dying poor may die in dignity.” More 
than 30,000 persons have been 
brought to the home since it opened. 


The Missionaries of Charity began 
caring for lepers in 1957. When Pope 
Paul VI visited Bombay in 1964, he 
gave Mother Teresa a white 
ceremonial Lincoln Continental given 
him by people in the United States. 
She raffled off the car and raised 
enough money to finance a leper 
colony in West Bengal. 


The Missionaries of Charity, who 
wear white cotton saris edged in blue, 
now have more than 1,200 members 
in 30 Indian cities and more than 20 
other countries. The first overseas 
venture was Venezuela, followed by 
Ceylon, Jordan, Rome, New York, 
London and Melbourne. 


IN HIS BOOK, “Something Beautiful 
for God,” about Mother Teresa, 
Malcolm Muggeridge quotes her 


_ Saying: 


“The biggest disease today is not 
leprosy or tuberculosis, but rather the 
feeling of being unwanted, uncared for 
and deserted by everybody. The 
greatest evil is the lack of love and 
charity, the terrible indifference 
towards one’s neighbor wholives atthe 
roadside assaulted by exploitation, 
corruption, poverty and disease.” 


At a news conference in Chicago in 


1976, responding to questions. on 


various topics, Mother Teresa said: 


— “In your own family, there may be 
lonely ones or poor, unwanted.” 


— “Abortion is a sign of the greatest 
poverty. It means that we cannot feed 
one more child so the child mustdie. It 
is the greatest poverty if we have to kill 
to live.” 


— “It is not wrong to be rich, but itis 
wrong to let riches become your 
master.” 


—“Sanctity is not a luxury for the 
few. It is a simple duty for you and for 
me. | have to be a saint in my way and 
you in yours.”

Nun to be published 


for first time at 74

DESERT HOT SPRINGS— 
A Dominican nun who says 
she doesn’t believe in 
squandering her talents will 
see the fruit of her labor of 
love in the upcoming issue 
of Catechist, a national 
magazine for teachers. 


The one-page article, by 
Sister Ann Peplin of St. 
Elizabeth parish here, is 
titled, “Come Lord, and Do 
Not Delay.” The words are 
taken from the scriptural 
cry of hope for the coming 
of the Messiah. 


CATECHIST adapted for 
its readers what Sister 
Peplin originally created as 
an Advent booklet with 
drawings for children. 


Although she was disap- 
pointed that drawings she 
_ considered an important 
part of the original were not 
published, she was happy 
that at age 74, she is being 
published for the first time. 
A teacher of religion and 
Bible studies for 57 years, 
Sister Peplin said she 
created the booklet to 
simplify for children the 
seven so-called “O” anti- 
phons which are a part of 
the church’s liturgy from 
Dec. 17 to 23. 


SHE DESCRIBES the 
antiphons in the Novem- 
ber/December issue as 
“seven jewels of liturgical 
song.” 

Children with whom she 
shared her work used it in 
much the same way that 
Advent calendars are used, 
she said. She created 
symbols for each of the 
names of Christ by which 
he is addressed in the 
prayers. 

She starts with ‘“O 
Teacher...” and ends with 
“QO Jesus, born in a 
stable...”

“I've taught religion for 57

Sister Catherine sorted and 
classified the archives 
alphabetically and chrono- 
logically into 15 steel 
cabinets. She also com- 
piled a card catalogue of 
the material in the archives. 


SISTER Catherine has 
arranged for the purchase 
of museum display cases to 
be placed in the lobby of the 
diocesan office building.

Notre Dame’s Rockne was his favorite role 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — Looking 
back on a Career spanning more 
than 100 movies, actor Pat 
O'Brien said the role of Knute 
Rockne, Notre Dame’s now- 
legendary football coach, was his 
favorite. 


Though Rockne died 48 years 
ago clutching rosary beads amid 
flaming aircraft wreckage in a 
Kansas cornfield, O’Brien has 
helped to keep his memory alive. 


BESIDES starring in the early 
1930s film story of Rockne’s life, 
O'Brien has also been giving 
imitations of Rockne’s stirring 
halftime orations for almost a half- 
century. 


After 60 years in show business, 
O'Brien, who will be 80 on Nov. 11, 
is still able — even eager — to “win 
one for the Gipper,” with gusto. 


In the Rockne film, Ronald 
Reagan appeared as George Gipp, 
the great all-America back who 
died of pneumonia while still at 
Notre Dame in the early 1920s. 


THOUGH REAGAN left acting 
for politics in the ’60s, he and 
O’Brien remain good friends. 
“Ronnie is the same wonderful 
guy he always was,” O’Brien said 
recently. 

O’Brien not only played Rockne, 
he played against him. 


A substitute quarterback at 
Marquette University in 1921, 
O’Brien sat on the bench to watch

“| TALKED with Rockne at the 
banquet that night,” O’Brien said. 
“| never dreamed that within a 
dozen years I'd be playing Rock in 
a Hollywood movie.” 


O’Brien prepared for the 
Rockne role by spending a week 
living with the Rockne family in 
South Bend, Ind.

Bonnie Rockne and the 
children gave him priceless 
insights, he said. He learned the 
habits, mannerisms, gestures and 
humors of college football’s No. 1 
coach and motivator. 


HE ACQUIRED the staccato 
delivery and precise voice 
inflections by listening over and 
over to RCA Victor's “Knute 
Rockne’s Living Voice,” a record 
released in the early 30s. 


Besides Rockne, O’Brien played 
other famous Americans on the 
screen: Frank Cavanaugh (“The 
Iron Major’), Father Duffy (“The 
Fighting 69th”), and Father Dunne 
(“Fighting Father Dunne”). 


O’Brien said that his perform- 
ances in the roles of priests 
pleased his mother, who had 
prayed that he might become a 
priest. Seeing him in a Roman 
collar opposite bad guy Jimmy 
Cagney in “Angels with Dirty 
Faces” brought tears to her eyes, 
O’Brien recalled. 


IN 1931, the year Rockne was 
killed in a plane crash, O’Brien 
starred on Broadway as Hildy 
Johnson in “The Front Page.” He 
came West that year when 
producer Howard Hughes bought 
up his contract. 


He also married Eloise Taylor, a 
Methodist girl from lowa whom he 
had met in the cast of a show 
entitled “Broadway.” He not only 
sold her on himself, but also on 
Catholicism. 


The O’Briens, who will celebrate 
their golden jubilee Jan. 21; 1981, 
have four children and six 
grandchildren. 


ON OCT. 6, the couple Peron a 
six-week stand in San Antonio, 
Texas, in “The Second Time 
Around.”
